The Metropolitan Edison Comany has completed installing a new 
35,000 kilowatt steam turbine in its plant at Middletown, which will 
furnish part of the electric power to tho consumers in this vicinity* 
while tho Bell Telephone Company has announced that a petition for 
a change in rates between stations in Pennsylvania and those in other 
states have been presented to the Pennsylvania Public Service Com­ 
mission and if granted they will become effective on Octobr I. 
Several of the consumers for large amounts of c-lectrie power 
expressed satisfaction at the increase in power-making machinery 
and hail it as an indication of better service for their industries, 
while on the other hand a m anufacturer of Gettysburg stated that 
while the change in rates for the Bell Telephone Company, greatly 
reduced for long distance calls in the more distant parts of the 
country, would affect a saving, the increase for the nearby “long 
distance calls,” would practically wipe out any savings which might 
be made in the other calls.

Weapons Can, in Many Cases, be 
Identified From Markings on 
Lead Shots, Expert Declares.

alike after they are fired; each has its 
characteristics. 
These are assertions of Merton A. 
Robinson, firearm ’s expert and bal­ 
listic engineer of a rifle m anufactur­ 
in g company who examined the bullets 
I that figured in the slaying of Don R. 


I Mollett, Canton, Ohio, publisher. 
With increase in crime and the 
! taking of human life, police author­ 
ities have turned to the ballistic en­ 
gineer for assistance, especially where 
the gun is missing. 
A common idea that bullets after 
being discharged are shapeless bits 
of metal is incorrect, he said. Unless 
dinintegrated, the missle may tell its 
source and career by the markings 
upon it. In the case of Canton bullets 
brought to Mr. Robinson by Coroner 
T. C. McQuate, the opinion was given 
that the guns were ordinary revolvers 
j and not automatic pistols, and that 
the revolvers were of certain makes. 
Each of the three bullets, one tak ­
